Mounti.es said Wednesday 
they were notified in Febmaiy 
that Charles Rastien, 55, has not 
been in contact with his family 
since the wildfire that forced 
much of the region to evacuate. 

“His family was aware that he 
was staying in a camp outside 
of fort McMurray at the time* 
RCMP said in a news release. 
“Police have also been unable 


to make contact with the man." 

Nina Haggerty Centre execu¬ 
tive di rector Wendy Ho llo con¬ 
firmed that Bastien's art was 
part of the centre's 2014 exhib¬ 
ition 'The Artist Inside — Remov¬ 
ing Barriers Through Art, which 
featured works by inmates in 
institutions across Alberta. 

Hollo said she never met Eas- 
lien, who was an inmate at the 
tort Saskatchewan Correctional 
Centre at the time, but said his 
work had been displayed in at 
least one other exhibit 

Eastien is described its five 
foot nine and about 180 pounds. 
with greying blonde hair and 
green eyes. He speaks French 
and English. 

RCMP said his most recent 
address was in Edmonton, but 
he's also lived in Quebec and 
Ontario. 

No fatalities were recorded 
as a result of the Fort McMurray 
fire, but two people died in a 
crash while leaving town.

Hie second half of 2016 was 
more expensive than nor¬ 
ma] for Edmonton, as Hie 
city shelled out $ I '-it? 
billion on new projects 
and everyday oper¬ 
ations, according to 
new numbers. 

In fact, the six- 
month spend — 
which was from 
July l to Decem¬ 
ber M Of 2016 — 
wits $360 million 
more than the 
usual Si billion 
tltat's spent 
annually on cap¬ 
ital according 
to Deputy Gty 
Manager Adam 
Laugliliii. He said 
the Valley Line 
moved the spend¬ 
ing needle up. 

"Obviously the 
Valley Line is the 
biggest capital project 
we've ever under¬ 
taken." 

Metro took a deeper 
dive into the figures to see 
what exactly taxpayers are 
fronting. 

The $1.36 billion, which 
covers capital and operational 
spending, had already been 
approved during the formal 
budget process. 

The number makes up 19 
per cent of the city's three- 
year operational and four-year 
capital budgets combined

The city spent $30 million on construct ion for 
the Northwest Police Campus, according to 
Laughlin.

Rethinking Vision Zero

Iveson calls 
for focus on 
people first

Mayor Eton Jveson called for a 
relaunch of the city’s conten¬ 
tious Vision Zero traffic safely 
project Wednesday. 

.Speaking at a conference 
in Sherwood Park, iveson said 
now's the lime to “build the 
kind of streets that serve people, 
particularly the most vulnerable 
road users.*’ 

Vision Zero is the city’s long¬ 
term plan to reduce traffic fatal¬ 
ities and serious injuries to zero. 
Some have said Edmonton has 
focused too much on drivers, a 
criticism Jveson acknowledged 
Wednesday. 

He said he wants the city’s 
plans to address pedestrian safe¬ 
ly more closely going forward. 

The push comes as Edmonton 
encourages higher density de¬ 
velopment in inner-city neigh¬ 
bourhoods — areas ripe for get¬ 
ting people out of their cars

and outside. 

Most of Edmonton's focus 
to date has been on reducing 
vehicleto-vehicle collisions by 
upping photo radar enforce¬ 
ment and removing difficult 
right-turn lanes. 

Advocates have long argued 
the city isn't going far enough to 
create more visible crosswalks, 
narrower lanes, protected bike 
lanes and wider sidewalks. 

iveson said balancing the 
needs of drivers, cyclists and 
pedestrians hasn't always 


worked. 

"We need to start by recogniz¬ 
ing that some users are more 
vulnerable than others.' 1 he said, 
“and the more we draw people 
out into our streets and public 
spaces, the more we need to do 
to ensure they have a safe and 
inviting experience.'' 

That means doing what advo¬ 
cates are asking for, and lower¬ 
ing speeds where people clus¬ 
ter, he said. 

However. Iveson added the 
shift in thinking won't stop in¬ 


vestments in roads, noting the 
555 miUion spent to Ex potholes 
and committing to a 51 -billion 
upgrade of Yellowhead Trail, 

"If our goal is people-centred 
planning, a smoother, safer com¬ 
mute not only means we gel 
home in one piece, it means 
we get home happier," he said. 

“At the same time, if your 
elected leaders make the right 
kinds of investments in tran¬ 
sit infrastructure, you might 
choose a faster, more predict¬ 
able ride on a train or a bus."

Fish habitat saved in 
push to move dock 


A rare Fish habitat in White- 
mud Creek has been saved a fter 
city councillors rejected a con¬ 
tentious dock. 

Councillors at the urban 
planning committee voted 
against the proposed site Wed¬ 
nesday, following debate over a 
proposed boat dock that would 
be metres from the city’s only 
remaining natural creek. 

Environmental group Sier¬ 
ra Club argued 
the dock would 
negatively affect 
fish while staff 
said its assess¬ 
ment was in¬ 
complete. 

As a result, 
counci Mors 
voted in favour 
of moving the 
dock upstream. 

“It’s the last fishery we have 
left in the river" Coun. Ben 
Henderson told reporters. “If 
it’s that important. J don't 
think it was worth taking the 
risks." 

But the decision means the 
city will have to spend money 
on a re-assessment. It will also 
delay the dock’s construction 
to 2018. 


“We should find funding 
internally to get this done," 
chief city planner Peter Ohm 
told committee. 

He told reporters the city 
will go back to re-examine its 
policy to avoid haring to re-do 
environmental assessments in 
the future. 

“But at the same time, it’s 
fair to say the consultants that 
were hired to do this work 
did exactly 
what they were 
asked to do." he 
“We stand 
behind their 
work." 

The result 
delighted iier- 
ra Club co-or¬ 
dinator Charlie 
Richmond. 

“It was 
more than what we wanted,’ 1 
he said. “The discourse here 
was absolutely civil. Things 
are changing. It's a different 
council and a different admin- 
istration. 1 ’ 

The five other proposed 
docks can still go ahead as 
planned, pending council ap¬ 
proval.

An Edmonton Catholic ichcol 
Board Trustee is not backing 
down after she was censured 
at a board mee ting this week, 
in part for comments s be made 
to Metro. 

Board Chair Laura Thibert 
said Tuesday that Patricia Grell 
violated board policies when 
she spoke to Metro and CTV, 
and also posted a blog, about 
her opposition to Supt. Joan 
Carrs £430,009 salary renewal. 

Thibert stated that the board 
speaks with one voice and does 
not condone Greks comments. 
She also said trustees acting 
against board policies will “no 
longer be tolerated." 

Undeterred. Grell posted 
another blog Wednesday ex¬ 
plaining her actions and spoke 


with Metro later.. 

"It’s very bizarre what's going 
on. To me, ru les are being made 
up as we go along,” she said. 

Grell said trustees have 
alw r ays been able to speak out 
when they disagree and she 
is starting to lose faith in the

board's leadership. 

‘T don't think explaining to 
the public why you took the 
stand you did is £ not speaking 
with one voice. 1 It's explaining 
to your constituents why you 
took a particular stand or made 
a particular motion or voted the 


way you did,” she said. “That's 
democracy.” 

Grell told Metro last month 
she was fighting to overturn the 
4-3 vote that saw Supt. Carr's 
contract renewed, citing a 
close vote and alleged conflict 
of interest involving Trustee 
Larry Kowalczyk — whose wife 
Hugenia is a principal in the 
district and w r orks directly 
under Carr, 

The board's legal counsel 
had cleared Kowalczyk to vote, 
but Grell said the ethics com¬ 
missioner later told her that 
the vote indeed constituted a 
conflict of interest, 

Thibert said Grail's comments 
had a “significant impact” 
on the personal wellbeing of 
Supt. Carr, Principal Kowalczyk 
and other school staff. 

Thibert told Metro that trust¬ 
ees can state their opinions 
during board meetings, but as 
a governing board, trustees are 
bound by a si ngle voice once a 
decision is made, 

“When you're on a board, 
yes you can have your opin¬ 
ion and yes you can state your 
opinion. But when the decision 
of the board is made, then you 
publicly support it." she said.

Concern 
over stayed 
charges 

Mothers Against Drank Driving is 
voicing concerns after a shortage 
of Crown prosecutors in Edmon¬ 
ton was blamed for charges being 
stayed in 15 cases that were to be 
heard in provincial court. 

The suspended charges in¬ 
cluded two for impaired driving, 
as well as other crimes includ¬ 
ing fraud, theft, possession of a 
dangerous weapon and assault 
of a peace officer. 

“To me, these people could 
feel that they got away with it 
once, why not do it again, that 
kind of attitude. It's concerning,'" 
said MADD Edmonton and .Area 
ITesident Jason Hills. 

Chief Crown prosecutor Shel¬ 
ley Bykewich said there is a 14 
percent vacancy rate in the pros¬ 
ecutors' office and the shortage is 
complicated by a Supreme Court 
of Canada ruling that set out new 
deadlines for completing trials, 
with a maximum of IS months 
for cases at the provincial level. 

Alberta Justice Minister Kath¬ 
leen Gantey said more prosecu¬ 
tors are being recruited, with a 
shortage of eight to 10 prosecu¬ 
tors in Edmonton and 14-16 in

There's a lack of supports for 
breastfeeding mothers — not to 
mention locations to lactate — 
at the University of Alberta and 
throughout Edmonton* accord¬ 
ing to one researcher. 

Nursing PhD student Shela 
Hirani recently did an assess¬ 
ment of the university's breast¬ 
feeding facilities and policies, 
as pail of the school's Sustain¬ 
ability Scholar's program, and 
identified the same kind of gaps 
she says force many women in 
society to abandon school or 
work after giving birth. 

"Women are very productive 
workers in society, but this 
topic 1 found very important 
to address," hi irani told Metro. 
"Women who would like to 
breastfeed do not have the 
privacy they need and not 


everyone accepts women that 
publicly breastfeed." 

Hirani found that while the 
school’s Nursing Graduate 
Student Association made great 
efforts to set up a breastfeeding 
room at the Edmonton Clinic 
Health Academy building* it 
kicked a refrigerator for storing 


milk, was difficult to access and 
wasn’t widely publicized. 

Other spots where new moth¬ 
ers could breastfeed in privacy 
were far from where they'd 
expect classes to be, she said. 

“If you look on the SJ of A 
website* you’re going to see 
five or six childcare facilities 


she said. "But when 1 personally 
visited those set ups. they were 
so far from the university that 
it would be a 10 to 15 minute 
walk, half of her break, just to 
travel there." 

Breastfeeding in public is 
possible, but H irani said many 
moms aren't comfortable 


doing it in busy places like the 
student lounge and some face 
judgment for it. 

It's a problem she says ex¬ 
tends beyond campus. 

“When I visited other facili¬ 
ties, universities and office en¬ 
vironments — and even talking 
with my colleagues working in 
different set-ups within the city 
—we hardly see 
places where 
there is private 
space available 
to breastfeed," 
said Hirani. 

“And when 
women then 
publicly breast¬ 
feed in restau¬ 
rants, or any¬ 
where in the 
city, many times 
people stare at 
them. 1 even 
heard of a lady breastfeeding 
in a restaurant and the waitress 
asked her to cover herself." 

Edmonton resident Sandy 
.Arias is mol her to a four-month- 
old boy and says she's been told 
to cover up while breastfeeding. 

“J w r as like. "Why? Why 
should he have to eat under 
the blanket?' Sometimes it’s 
very hard because if your baby 


doesn't latch on properly there 
could be problems and milk 
can be sprayed everywhere," 
she said. 

Arias said more private fa¬ 
cilities in the city would give 
mothers more freedom to get 
around. 

“When you go shopping in 
stores, sometimes they'll let von 
use the dress¬ 
ing rooms," she 
said. "If I’m go¬ 
ing to the mall 
or something 
and he's hungiy, 
1 will just feed 
him in the car 
before J go in 
because J know 
it's going to take 
me a while to 
find a spot." 

Shopping 
malls are actual¬ 
ly one place Hirani gives credit. 

“Some of the shopping cen¬ 
tres these days have a separ¬ 
ate location where women 
can actually go and feed their 
own babies while shopping," 
she said. “They're good, espe¬ 
cially Lbe new centres, they've 
really made sure to reserve more 
than two or three spaces for 
mothers."

When a grieving Kerri Workman 
and her husband made the deci¬ 
sion to donate the treasured bike 
of their deceased son to a Syrian 
refugee child. Workman didn't 
realize how much the experience 
would impact her life. 

Eleven-yearold Bryce Eyjolfeon 
died in October 2014. 

He'd built his treasured bike 
with the help of his father, and 
after his passing, the bike re¬ 
minded the couple of better 
times and the joy of their son. 

After Bryce died, his bike was 
stolen from a shed in the family's 
yard — and after hearing Work¬ 
man's emotional pleas for the 
bike's return, the thief showed 
up at her door, apologized and 
returned the bike. 

Almost a year ago to the day. 
Feb. 29, 2016, Workman and 


her husband decided that after 
hangin g on to their son's bike 
for two years, they wanted to 
donate it to a child who could 
really appreciate it and love it 
the way Bryce did. 

The ample gesture of donating 


the bike was the springboard for 
Workman to begin volunteering 
with the Syrian Refugee Support 
Group (SRSG) —something she 
says "saved” her. 

“J was off work for my grief 
and 1 had plenty of idle time, so it 


was quite easy forme to become 
involved,” she said. 

Workman said at the time she 
was in a really dark place griev¬ 
ing the loss of Bryce. 

“ft saved my life, 1 truly believe 
that ” she said. 


Jn the months that followed, 
Workman spent “morning, 
noon and night" at the SRSG 
warehouse, helping with the 
collection of donations as well 
as building relationships with 
the refugees.

Co-founder of SRSG, Sauna 
Jamal, said Workman has be¬ 
come “like family” to many of 
the kids, who, because of cultural 
reasons didn't generally make 
physical contact with women 
outside their families, they now 
flock to Workman giving her 
hugs and kisses. 

Janui! highlighted a few of 
Workman's deeds, including 
loading her truck J fill l to the 
brim" with refugee kids and tak¬ 
ing them swimming—many for 
the first time ever —every week 
of the summer. 

“Parents don't just let anyone 
take their children, but when 
they real ized I was genuine they 
put their trust in me," sad Work¬ 
man. “1 feel so lucky.”

Man testifies at trial 
that he heard voices 


A man accused of killing two 
co-workers and injuring others 
at an Edmonton grocery ware¬ 
house has taken the stand in 
his own defence. 

Jayme Pasieka, who is 32, 
has pleaded not guilty to 10 
charges, including first-degree 
murder, in the attack qn Jreb. 
28, 2014. 

Pasieka testified in a calm, 
quiet voice that he didn’t 
know what he was doing the 
day six men were stabbed, 
two fatally. 

He says he just gave up on 
life that day and needed help. 

Pasieka, who is being treat¬ 
ed for schizophrenia, also said 


he knew what he was doing 
was wrong but he was hearing 
voices in his head he believed 
were of the devil. 

After the slabbings. he 
says he walked to his car and 
drove to a liquor store, and 
was drinking wine in his car 
when police arrested him. 

Court has previously heard 
that Pasieka bought two knives 
at an army surplus store on the 
day the men were stabbed at 
the warehouse, 

Thiemq Bah, who was 41, 
and Fitzroy Harris, who was 
50, were killed and four other 
men were wounded.

Judge acquits 
taxi driver 
of sex assault

A Halifax taxi driver found with 
an intoxicated, unconscious, 
mostly naked woman in his 
tab and her DMA on his mouth 
has been acquitted of sexual 
assault by n jud.ee who said 
there wasn't enough evidence 
to prove the woman’s “Jack of 
consent.'' 

Judge Gregory Lenehan ruled 
that Eassam Al- 
R_awi was not 
.guilty of sexual 
assault in Hali¬ 
fax provincial 
court on Wed¬ 
nesday after 
he stood trial 
last month for 
a May 23, 2015 
incident. 

The com¬ 
plainant was 
found by po¬ 
lice in Al-Kawi's 
cab around 1:20 
a.m., passed out 
after a night of 
drinking and be¬ 
ing turned away 
from Boomers, a downtown bar. 
Her belongings were spread 
around the car as she lay i n the 
backseat with her feet up on 
the two front seats, only a shirt 
partially covering her breasts. 
Her pants were also damp be¬ 
cause she urinated on herself. 

Ai-Hawi's pants were partially 
undone and sitting lower on his 
body, the court heard. As police 
approached, they saw his seat 
was reclined and he attempted 
to hide the woman’s pants and 
underwear. 

“1 have struggled to deter¬ 


mine what all this evidence 
proves r H Lenehan said in his 
decision. 

Part of the evidence the 
Crown presented was a toxicol¬ 
ogy report showing the 2 &year- 
old complainant would’ve had 
a concentration of between 223 
and 244 milligrams of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of blood when 
police found her. 

Crown attorney Ron Lacey 
said during the trial there was 
ample evidence nonconsensual 
touching had occurred, and 
anyone that intoxicated could 
not consent to anything. 

“Clearly a drunk can con¬ 
sent* Lenehan said. “As noted 
by ... the forensic alcohol spe¬ 
cialist, one of the effects of al¬ 
cohol on a hu¬ 
man body is it 
tends to reduce 
inhibitions, and 
increases risk¬ 
taking behav¬ 
iour. 1 ' 

There's no 
doubt the com- 
plainant was un¬ 
conscious when 
she was found 
by police so at 
that moment 
she was unable 
to consent, 
Lenehan said 
— but what's 
unknown is 
when exactly 
she passed out and "that's im¬ 
portant." 

&he also couldn't provide 
information on whether she 
“agreed to be naked in the taxi, 
or initiated any sexual activity,“ 
Lenehan said. 

Lenehan said he found it 
likely the driver had pulled 
off the woman's pants, since 
they were inside out with her 
underwear caught up in them, 
but he doesn't know whether 
Al-Rawi removed them “at her 
request, with her consent, with¬ 
out her consent."

Attitudes toward refugees revealed 


A newly released federal sur¬ 
vey on attitudes towards im¬ 
migration suggests Canadians 
are somewhat more enthusi¬ 
astic about accepting eco¬ 
nomic migrants than they 
are about refugees. 

While 52 percent of those 
polled in the Immigration De¬ 
partment's annual tracking 
study felt the right number 
of immigrants were coming to 
Canada, 23 per cent thought 
it was too high. 

Meanwhile, 40 per cent felt 
the right number of refugees 
was being admitted and 30 
per cent thought that figure 
was too high. 

The 2016 survey was done 
long before immigration

and refugee policy became

U.S. officials

President Donald Trump's new 
immigration order will remove 
Iraq from the list of cou ntries 
whose citizens face a tempor¬ 
ary U.S. travel ban. American 
officials say, citing the latest 
draft in circulation. Trump is 
expected to sign the executive 
order in the coming days. 

Four officials told The As¬ 
sociated Press that the deci¬ 
sion followed pressure from the 
Pentagon and Suite Department, 
which had urged the White 
House to reconsider Iraq's in¬ 
clusion on the list given its key 
role in fighting Duesh. 

Citizens of six other pre¬ 
dominantly Muslim countries 
— Iran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, 
Syria and Yemen —will remain 
on the travel ban list, said the 
officials, who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because they 
weren't authorized to discuss 
the order before it is signed. 
Those bans are effective for 90 
days. 

The new order includes other 
changes as well.

Too early to 
challenge U.S. 
border tax idea, 
minister says 

The flurry of Canadian cabinet 
members visi ting Washington 
continued apace Wednesday as 
Finance Minister Bill Momeau 
dropped in cm a US. capital 
awash in policy debates with 
big implications for America's 
northern neighbour. 

Momeau called it a getting- 
to-know-you session so the 
Canadian government can 
have the lines of communi¬ 
cation ready as the Trump 
administration sett les on wide- 
reaching policies involving tax 
reform and trade. 

Morneau is U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Steve Mnuchin's first 
visiting finance minister since 
taking office. 

The U.S. is beginning discus¬ 
sions on a once-in-u-generation 
tax reform that could affect 
Canada in significant ways — 
with lower corporate rates in 
the U.S. and a border tax both 
under consideration. 

But the reforms are being 
hotly debated. 

Questions about tax and 
health changes seized the 
attention of American law¬ 
makers before they could even 
begin the discussion about 
another idea important to 


Canada: the future of the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement. 

The files may all be con¬ 
nected. Some analysts believe 
NAFTA talks can’t get serious 
until there's clarity on the im¬ 
port-tax idea, and the White 
House says it doesn't even 
want to settle on a tax plan 
before it knows what health 
policy might replace Obama- 
care. 

With all that uncertainty, 
Morneau described his meet¬ 
ing more as personal bridge¬ 


building than policy-making. 
He said he didn't delve into 
Canadian objections to the bor¬ 
der-tax idea, which has strong 
pockets of opposition within 
Congress and the administra¬ 
tion itself. 

“When he spoke about tax 
reform, he did not go into spe¬ 
cifics..,. At this stage, without 
details, it's not a time for us 
to express support, or oppos¬ 
ition, or even insights into the 
impact on the Canadian econ¬ 
omy,'’ Momeau said. 

“Our goal right now is to de¬ 


velop a strong relationship, so 
that as Secretary Mnuchin and 
his colleagues are considering 
actions, we’ll have the ability 
to talk about those actions" 
As part of that relation¬ 
s’ hip-bus Id ing. Morneau said 
he offered to share details of 
Ca niida's experience with one 
of President Donald Trump’s 
stated priorities: using pri¬ 
vate funding to build public 
infrastructure. He said his U.S.

McDonald's plots to 
woo back loyal fans 


McDonald's acknowledged on 
Wednesday that it lost 500 mil¬ 
lion customer transactions in 
the U.S. since ZO12 and laid out 
its plans to get more people 
back into its restaurants — in¬ 
cluding by letting them order 
and pay on their mobile phones 
by the end of the year.

Facebook beefs up 
suicide prevention 


Tacebook is beefing up its 
suicide prevention tools, in¬ 
cluding new options for people 
to report if someone might 
harm themselves while broad- 
castingon Facebook Live. 

Facebook said Wednesday 
that it's in a “unique position," 
through personal connections 
people have on Facebook, to 
help connect those in distress 
with people who can support 
them. 

To this end, people watch- 
i ng a Tacebook Live broadcast 
will be able to repo rt the video 
for an escalated response from 
Tacebook.

out to emergency workers if 
the person is in imminent 
danger. Separately, the per¬ 
son filming will also be shown 
a set of resources pop up on 
their phone screen, so they can 
contact a friend or a help line.

Twitter set to curb 
abusive accounts 


Twitter is adding more tools to 
curb abuse on its service as part 
□fits ongoing effort to protect 
users from hate and harass¬ 
ment.

It is the second time in three 
weeks the company has re¬ 
leased new ways to root out 
abusive material on its service.

Twitter's effort to automatic¬ 
ally fkig abusive accounts is 
a new twist.

One of Trudeau’s senior 
advisers. Maty Ng, js running 
for the Liberal nomination 
in tire riding vacated by for¬ 
mer immigration minister 
John McCallum. Her rivals 
claim the move is designed 
to give Iter an edge on the 
competition. 

In his days as leader, Jean 
Chretien made no apolo¬ 
gies for parachuting star 
candidates into some of the 
party’s safest seats. 

Immediately prior to and 
just after the 1995 Quebec 
referendum, Chretien ap¬ 
pointed Ludenne Robillard, 
Stephane Dion and Pierre 
Pettigrew to safe Montreal 
seats. 

At the time he desperately 
needed more francophone 
Quebecers at the cabinet 
table. It is far from certain 
that an open nomination 
process would have resulted 
in the selection by local Lib¬ 
eral members of any of the 
three ridings, 

Chretien used the same 
route to ensure he had more 
women In his candidate 
lineup. 

Me took hits for short- 
circuiting the process, but 
at least his rationale for do¬ 
ing so and his method were 


transparent. Chretien also 
took responsibility for im¬ 
posing his choice on a given 
riding. 

Officially, Trudeau has 
renounced that leader’s 
prerogative. Early on, he 
pledged to have open nomin¬ 
ation meetings in eveiy rid¬ 
ing. But in reality, he lias re¬ 
placed Chretien’s somewhat 
brutal clarity by an opaque 
vetting process for which 
neither he nor party officials 
seem to be accountable. 

Regardless of the outcome 
of the Liberal infighting, 
there is little doubt that the 
party will hold Saint-Laurent 
and Markham-Thornhill on 
April 3. 

Rut this is not the first 
instance where there is a 
perceived gap between the 
prime minister’s words and 
the actions of his party and 
his government, and such 
episodes accumulate at cor¬ 
rosive cost to Trudeau's 
brand,

As an art project, the 
Conservative leadership 
race has taken on an avant- 
garde feeling. They've 
excelled at abstraction: 

14 candidates that are 
distinguishable only with 
an angling of the head or a 
squint. 

Yet two have found a 
way to stand out as only 
one tan in 2017: Internet 
videos. 

In a rather intriguing 
film from 2011 surfaced 
by Tress Trogress. Kevin 
O'Leary is shaving in a 
bright marble bathroom 
while wearing a towel 
around his waist. 

For all the Trump 
comparisons, O'Leary’s 
bathroom looks more like 
my parents’ than a gold- 
embossed penthouse. He is 
also shaving his own fate, 
which is a humble move 
for a titan of industry. 
(Perhaps the butler was 
holding Lhe camera?) 

In advance of a mor¬ 
ning appearance via Skype. 
O'Leary gripes that all 
his bosses at the CBC are 
women, saying, “The thing 
about the CBC 1 gotta tell 
you guys. Is the whole 
place is run by women..,. 

It's ridiculous. 1 * 

To "gel back at them, 1 * 
as O’Leary puls it, he vows 
to not wear pants. "I never 
do." he says, as the camera 
pans down threateningly. 

Sure, it's offensive to 
women, but as a piece of 
art, it is incisive and com¬ 
pelling. The viewers must 
ask themselves: Is O’Leary 
re verse-comp] i menl i ng 
women by insulting them? 


Is il a performance art 
piece of a lone man, naked 
and shorn, yet somehow 
harmed by women? 1 call il 
Wounded Masculinity and 
the Art of Shaving. 

Or, it may be a 
commentary on the 
obsessive pettiness that 
comes when working from 
home alone loo long. Truly, 
1 have borne witness to the 
human condition, and it 
is a video of Kevin O'Leary 
topless and shaving. 

The second video is a 
critique of video as a form. 
In it, Kellie Leitch presents 
her vision that all who en¬ 
ter Canada — immigrant, 
tourist, person on a layover 
to Seattle — must have a 
face-to-face interview with 
an immigration officer. 

That is not new informa¬ 
tion from the Leitth cam¬ 
paign. What is fresh Is the 
visual journey. 

As Leitch waxes on Can¬ 
adian values like tolerance 
and faces (I could not hear 
the rest for the beauty), 
she wanders in and out of 
the light, At times, she sits 
briefly then hurtles back 
towards the camera. When 
you least expect, she takes 
a deep breath as if to say, 
‘"Life is a series of breaths. 
And some of those breaths 
are taken by immigrants 
who are a threat to our 
borders." 

Few auteurs can execute 
one resonant silence, let 
alone several of them. To 
do so while playing with 
motion, light and shadow 
is no less than mastery 

As the May 27 leader¬ 
ship election draws nearer, 
one can only hope for more 
challenging Conservative 
art.

Big Fit Girl 
author wants 
more diversity 
in fitness culture

Louise Green woke up on the mor¬ 
ning she was to run her first half- 
marathon in 2013 feeling excited.. 
But when she approached the sign- 
in desk to pick up her race kit, 
one of the staffers automatically 
reached for the 5K packet — less 
than a fourth of the distance she 
had signed up to run. This crushed 
her confidence. 

"My body size communicated 
to him that I was not physically 
capable of running the event's 
longer race,"" writes Green in 
her new book. Big Fit Girl, out 
March 17. 

Green, 45, who runs her own 
fitness business in Vancouver, is 
a runner, boxer and body activist. 
She believes that athletes come in 
ail sizes and builds and that there 
needs to be more diversity in fit¬ 
ness culture. 

What i s it going to take for us to 
see more size diversity in fitness 
culture ? 

It's up to people to really be seen. 
A lot of women will still remain 
apprehensive or intimidated by 
fitness — and I believe they have 
a right to feel that way because it's 
scary when you don’t see yourself 
represented. I here's an element of 
the unknown. I think more brands 


and the media culture supporting 
fitness need to broaden their spec¬ 
trum of stories and imagery. 

In true mainstream fitness maga¬ 
zines. you’re not seeing women that 
are over a size 6. So if we could just 
start to see size 12; maybe size 14; 
a mixture'? What I'm wanting is an 
accurate representation of women, 
That's really what we're asking for. 
and that's what J think is going to 
change the fitness culture to make 
it more approachable. When some¬ 
body can see themselves, it inspires 
them. 

Some rime,vs stars say they're 
about body positivity, but their 
histagramsarc full of before and 
alter photos. Vi c you worried 
that the body positivity move¬ 
ment is being co-opted r 
I agree with you: often you're see¬ 
ing a Ixxiy-positive message but the 
imagery —and when you dig deep 
into the actual message — is still the 
same message of conforming to a 
sma ller version of yourself. 1 don't 
know that that's intentional I think 
that many women me so incredibly 
programmed, as we all have been at 
some point, to believe that is ‘body 
positive' and the way to health. 

1 had this conversation yesterday 
with a friend of mine: what J actually 
have to endure fora month to lose, 
say 3 pounds, is white-knuckling 
deprivation Some bodies will lose 
weight easily and some won't: 

Is it then the job of the body ac¬ 
tivist to call out instances that 
vec see where we fed like the 
message isn't healthy? 

I do call out certain things that I 
think are absurd but 1 don’t point 
fingers and name names, 1 just give 
examples. 

l^eople have good intentions but 



J think my job is to just 
educate people on what 
J think and whal 1 have 
experienced after work¬ 
ing with literally over a 
thousand women who 
foil outside of the athlet¬ 
ic norm. When you’re 
somebody's trainer 
they really open up to 
you and J have really 
intimate conversations 
with these women. 

There’s definitely a 
common theme throughout all of 
them. And I've experienced :t as a 
plus-size woman myself, so 1 will 
make a point of trying to educate 
from that experience. 

1 got the sense the food section 
in your book was c arefully writ¬ 
ten. 

I didn't want it to appearlike a diet. 
J wanted women to explore what 
works for them. I'm really against 
people feeling hungry. I don't believe 
in hunger and starvation — 1 don't 
think that fits an athletic model at 
all. So J really wanted women to 
reframe their thinking. 

if you're looking at really living 
like an athlete... eat as much as your 
body needs, but it should be nutri¬ 
tionally dense if you're wanting to 
perform better the next time you 
go out. And 1 also believe in having 
cake and celebrating life when the 
time is right. 

Sometimes a form uff body 
shaming comes from doctors 
who use weight and BMIas a 
w ay to measure health. Do yon 
reject these measurements? 

I have chosen my doctors very care¬ 
fully and that's what I'm asking 
people to do in the book. Because 
even when I was my thinnest. 1 was 


way outside of the BMI 
chart. I’m a heavy person 
even in a thinner frame. 
So those numbers have 
haunted me for a long 
time. All 1 could think in 
my mind is “I'm supposed 
to be 130 pounds, and 1 
can’t get there." I think it 
does more damage than 
good, to be honest. I think 
that many people — like 
my husband for example 
he's very muscular, and he's 
considered obese. 1 think that 
it's an OK guideline but E don't think 
it's a great method of measurement. 

Is there an alternative measure¬ 
ment that you would support? 

I see why people would want to ask 
t htit question because we don't want 
to see people that are immobile be¬ 
cause of weight. But 1 don't think 
that 1 want to really comment on 
what kind of size we should expect 
of people, or how we should meas¬ 
ure it, but just to gel people really 
living their healthiest life: trying 
to eEH nutritionally dense food and 
moving your body. And then 1 really 
truly think that your body will find 
its right size. 

What does tit menu to you r 

Somebody who's fit is somebody 
who is setting goals; is regularly 
active; who regularly challenges 
themselves. I have some people that 
come to my classes that don't go 
as far as they could. J think people 
really need to ask themselves: “Am 
I challenging myself, am 1 sweating, 
am £ breathing heavily, is my heart 
rate up?' Getting their heart rate up 
every week on a regular basis is go¬ 
ing to produce a fit person.

Stephen Marche's 2,ZOOword 
essay on the persisting gender

The Unmade Bed: The Messy 
Truth About Men and Women 
in the 21st Century.

While researching, Marche 
was surprised to discover much 
more hope for change than he 
expected. "Especially now with 
Trump and the resurgence of 
this horrific misogyny globally. 
it's hard to be optimistic, but 
then when you look at historical 
trends, they go one way: men and 
women are gelling more equal,." 


he says. “That is going to 
continue. Jt doesn't matter 
.vho's in power." 

iure, studies show that 
women continue to gain 
more power economically, 
but Marche also acknow¬ 
ledges that staggering issues 
stili exist, from domestic 
violence to wage gaps and 
leadership opportunities. He 
suggests it's because we're liv¬ 
ing in a "hollow patriarchy" 
that is nothing more than 
a brittle shell, and provoca¬ 
tively suggests that one way 
to help smash the remnants of 
this outdated system is for more 
men to speak up — not as ' male 
feminists" and definitely not as 
men's rights activists — but as 
active participants. 

“When it comes to gender, 
men are actually not heard from 
enough," be says, "1 think the 
silence is very harmful and nar¬ 
rows the conversation around 
gender, and limits and hurts 
men. who. at this turning point 
are experiencing a total recon¬ 
sideration of their gender and 
have decided to pretend it isn’t 
happening. J felt like it needed 
some explanation as to why"

Cacti: The perfect houseplants for beginner green thumbs 


Succulents, which are plants with 
fleshy stems or leaves, are ideal 
houseplants. They have interest¬ 
ing shapes, are relatively pest- 
free and thrive in the dry' air of a 
heated home — and on neglect. 

Let’s look at cacti, which are 
just one type of succulent. 

Cacti are native only to the 
Americas, having evolved60 mil¬ 
lion years ago when upward- 
pushing mountains, transformed 
the then-lush tropical climate of 
the western Americas to desert. 
With thick stems for water stor¬ 
age (a giant saguaro cactus of 


Arizona can store 1,900 litres 
of water), an absence of leaves, 
which reduces water loss, and 
waxy coatings to hold in water, 
cacti thrived despite parched 
conditions. To fend off"animals, 
many species developed spines. 

Origin and variety 

Over time, cacti spread from 
within the Arctic Circle down to 
the tip of Chile. 3 have seen flat, 
green pads of opuntias growing 
wild on New York beaches and 
Christ ma s cactus growing wild 
in the crevices of trees in tropical 


rain forests. With the exception 
of Vermont. New Hampshire 
and Maine, every state in the 
U.S. has at least one species of 
native cactus. 

Visual oddities abound. The 
old-man cactus (Cephalocereus 
senilis) has a shaggy covering of 
long, hoary r "hair.* The lanib’s- 
tall cactus (Wilcoxia senilis) has 
slender stems which seem to 
pom - out from the swollen root 
that protrudes above the soil 
line. S-ome of the moon cacti 
(Gymnocalycmm spp.| have had 
their green chlorophyll bred out 


of them, so they are now red. 
Without chlorophyll, they can't 
survive, so they are grafted on 
top of other cacti. 

Spectacular flowers 

Cacti commonly have spectacular 
flowers, made more dramatic by 
their prickly pedestals. Cacti such 
as ma mmilar ia, notOCUCtUS, lo- 
bivia and rebutia bloom indoors 
with very little coaxing^rebutia 
often blooming twice each year). 
Fat flower buds along the stems 
of the orchid cactus, Epiphytlum 
open to spectacular red. pink or 



white blossoms, depending on 
the variety. 

Cere tips 

Caring for a cactus is easy: 
vide good drainage by adt 
extra sand or perlite to any 
ting mix. Do not overwater. 

Water your cacti two or three 
times, or even not at all, in win¬ 
ter. In summer, once every week 
or two is plenty. Watch the stems. 

If the plants shrivel or pucker, 
don't worry; just water them. If 
in doubt about whether or not to 
water, don’t, the associated press tqrstar news service

Architects 
build award¬ 
winning home 
over pond 

It seems to float on top of the 
water and, actually, Newberg 
Residence sort of does. 

Just outside of Portland, One., 
the ! .TIO-sqiuire-fbot home sits 
a foot above a pond — like a 
bridge — with each end sitting 
on concrete abu tmenls. 

The bedroom and kitchen 
are on the "bridge'" ends, the 
living and dining rooms are 
in the centre, overlooking 
water. Steel columns support 
the home, cantilevering out to 
cover the kitchen to the west 
and the bedroom to the east. A 
covered walkway leads back to 
a two-bedroom. 550-square-foot 
guest house. 

The original. 15-by-50-foot 
pond has been excavated and 
enlarged. The large roof over¬ 
hangs are designed to protect 
the glass and wood of the home. 
The water from the roof drains 
into the pond. The pond has an 
overflow and the floor of New¬ 
berg Residence is a foot higher 
than the top of the dam that 
restrains the pond. 

Materials used in the con¬ 
struction of the home include 
concrete, corten steel and Doug¬ 
las hr. Highly insulated glass has 
been used for the windows. The 
wood and steel came from local 
businesses. Jt took 14 months 
to build Newberg Residence, 
which was completed in 2015 
and last year won the housing 
design award from the Amer-

The property is part of a lar¬ 
ger vineyard but it was steep, 
lumpy and not suited to be¬ 
ing a vineyard. The couple had 
an area of land on which they 
wanted to build a house hut it 
was too small 1 saw a bit of light 
through Ehe fir's and asked if it 
was a logging pond that was 


mostly filled in. I went through 
the trees to look at it and said. 
“This is a place to build a house."

One of the most ancient and 
time-honoured tools in the 
architect's bag is contrast. 1 felt 1 
could increase the power of this 
small body ofw r ater by contrast¬ 
ing it with a dense, dark arrival. 
Guests park 100 feet away, walk, 
down a single-file trail through 
a forest with trees and shrubs, 
making it more compressive. As 
you arrive at the building, the 


view of the pond is blocked but 
you can see the top of the roof 
because of the big opening on 
the other side of the building. 
Then you open the door and it's 
a powerful experience. You've 
gone from this dense, dark, foli¬ 
age to this big, open pond just 
by opening the door, 

What was youiTntcntion 
with this house? 

We thought if we created this 
small ecosystem it would ac¬ 
tually invite wildlife to partici¬ 
pate in the drama of thei r life. 

In all our work, we're trying 
to connect people physically 


and emotionally to the living 
systems in this world.

Residence t 

It's a great house. It's easy to live 
in and complements our life¬ 
style, which is focused around 
farming, our vineyards and 
enjoying friends and family. 

The three large glass doors 
allow us to open the house and 
really experience the connection 
with the pond and woods. We 
often cook outside the kitchen, 
guests flowing in and out of the 
open glass door. We use the liv¬ 


ing, 1 din mg room door and small 
deck for reading and swimming. 
We have many animal visitors 
—a regular heron we've named 
Herman, who sits on our decks 
and wanders about the pond, 
our rainbow trout, a black bear 
caught sleeping under our path 
lights last year, deer, waxwings, 
wood ducks, merganser ducks, 
frogs, eagles and osprey. 

The home’s connection to 
the land and nature is our high¬ 
light. Experiencing the life of 
the pond, watching it change 
with the weather and seasons, 
and time of day.
